Dear Ms. Pandhe, 

Your good letter of 20 January 1984 was to hand almost two 
months ago. Sorry not to have responded earlier. I was in and out 
of Poona throughout January and February and had to attend the 
pending administrative matters besides the usual teaching. Hope 
I have not exhausted your patience. 

The account you have given of the current status and activities 
of CMSS is quite revealing. But I am not shocked to read it. Perhaps 
you involved yourself in it with a streak of roman ticism which is 
only a natural outcome of the first exposure to radical ideas and 
activists. Before you brand CMSS as ideologically fragile 1 and as 
'averse to Naxalites 1 make sure that such stances are not part of 
their current strategies and tactics. Pragmatism even in revolutionary 
politics loaves little room for consistency. 

What you say about the 'initial militancy 1 of t ;e Movement, which 
i: ; ! followed by a purposive lull, seem to be a universal phenomenon. 
Hence, once the workers get departmentalized, their earlier radicalism, 
simply withers away. A research student from Bombay University who 
has written a thesis on CPI (M)-led trade unionism in Bombay, has 
termed this phenomenon as 'temporary working class'. The question 
is whether momentary economic gain, which helps in mobilizing workers 
and in radicalizing their consciousness -chough temporarily, also 
serves tne purpose of building a truly revolutionary consciousness 
in the long run, or not. 

It is good that you have taken up a teaching job. 1 am sure 
it will keep you busy. If Dalli-Rajhsra does not provide you with 
any platform for in tell actual discussion you should not be surprised. 
These days even universities have ceased to pex-form that function 
meaningfully . At some stage in life one has to realise that quest 
for enlightenment is a solitary journey and search through self- 
reflection is the only path that does not lead you to disenchantment. 
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I still feel you should not .shift your re sect rch concerns 
from CMSS ro abruptly ■ l'ou should *ceep observing it as r.uch 
dispasslon -i tely as possible. rhe Department' M.Fhil Course 
i bef re the Academic Council. Its first vacational batch 
would get going from 2nd Hay if everything goes well.

5, The sale price shall be fixed at 250% of the production 
cost, (This assumes that no grants will be received from any 
sources for the publication of the language version In 
question).

@30% and production costs, shall be shared as agreed mutually.

When requests for language versions started coming in, 
we felt very happy that the ideas can spread further. 
Eklavya 1 s only expectation would he an acknowledgement 
that this material has evolved as a part of H5TP, We 
are least interested in any financial arrangements, 
till the agency making language versions is a non- 
profit, voluntary group. The situation would, 
of course, be different if commercial firms were 
to bring out versions for their own profit. The 
involvement of groups like KRVP (Kannada) , Tamil Nady 
Science Fonsn (Tamil) , KSSP (Malaya lam) etc. is to us 
only a furtherance of the objective. 


It is in this context that I feel somewhat unsure 
regarding the copyright restrictions, royalty 
payment etc. that UCSTC has imposed on agencies 
bringing out language versions. In a sense, Eklavya 
as a co— publisher should also be making such demands. 

But we have been kind of spectators .in this till now, 
because of a lack of clarity regarding HCSTC's views. 

After all, without belittling 1 * 1 ® 1 

if Arvind himself wmcKiS? originality to all the 
material so as to claim copyri#it. Then why Is NCjTC 
insisting on it, that too from voluntary groups, or 
from such agencies as UNICEF, CAP ART etc., which, like 
HCSTC, are mostly support agencies for voluntary groups? 
As for negotiations with HOSRT, OHBSCO 

or CAP ART, we don't Know much about it. But to us these 
agencies do not fall within the commercial list. 


I would greatly welcome a communication clarifying the 
HCSTC perspective on this. In fact, if it is not an 
unreasonable request, could we know what JJCSTC feel® 
not only about Khel Khel Mein, but also about similar 
efforts that it has supported or is likely to support. 

Would financial support to endeavours of voluntary groups, 
initiated throu^i people's participation, entail copyright 
& royalty conditions from NCSTC? I have somehow assumed 
that like Eklavya, NCSTC 's main thrust is more and more 
participation and exposure, through non-coronercialchannels , 
Wouldn't copyright & royalty conditions hamper such el torts?.

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Children's Books - the ones I lovG'i

Children's hooks are being printed in large numbers, hut very few 
of them are written with any understanding or sensitivity about 
hov children think. Scores of colourful Russian hooks flood the 
Indian market. Their prices are extremely low considering the 
good oaper and the exco^ nt quality of printing. But in most cases 
the language used is ter . However, there are a few outstanding 
Russian children's hooks. One which I read and enjoyed as a child 
and which csy daughter reads with intense interest is 'Picture Stories' 
hy Radlov, It is available in hindi and marsh hi too, under the title 
of ' Chitra Katha This book is an utter delight, and for its 
extremely modert nrice of rupees five, you can't buy anything better. 
The book is produced in magnificent colours and tells you about 
50 short stories in sequential pictures. A typical story would be 
How the porcuoine/hedgehog carried the apules : the hedgehog finds an 
apple tree laden with juicy apply. He immediately clambers on top and 
nlucks the ripest apples* But having plucked the whole pile, the 
hedgehog does not know how to carry them home, for he has forgotten 
to bring his bag. A bright idea strikes him. He jumps on the pile of 
apples from the tree branch. The quills of the hedgehog get deeply 
embedded into the apples, and now he happily trundles home. How 
intelligently the hedgehog uses his pin cushion back for carrying 
apoles 1 Words arefew and pictures orofuse, so children can make up 
their own stories, and in the process better their own expressions. 

Our copy of 1 Picture Stories ' hai~ been read and reread so many times 
that it is almost in tatters, I took one copy of * Picture Stories' 
and cut the outlines of tlie pictures, so that ray daughter could 
arrange the pictures in the right sequence, and she loved doing it. 

Ifen a fan of Nosov - the great Ehxldrsmtx Russian children's writer. 
His a ries on Dunno and lis friends is very beautiful. I specially 
like the story of tne two mechanics - Bend urn and Twist urn who make 
a car which runs on soda water. 

Most Chinese books are beautifully illustrated - they have a different 
school of drswing. But in most Chinese books the language used is very 
drab and dreary. Some of the themes are overtly doctrinaire, heavily 
value loa ed with revolutionary ideology. Seldom are the '■lots child 
centred. 

Out of all the books produced by the Children's Book Trust ( CBT ) in 
India, there is one book which stands out like a face in a crowd. 

This book is titled ' Mahagiri The text of thiil poignant story is 
written by Hemlata. The illustrations are very powerful and done by 
Pulak Biswas, It is a great pit^ that this outstanding book by the 
CBT never won any award and remains relatively unknown. Now, it seems, 
CBT Is no irore reprinting 'Mahagiri' an this great classic will no 
more be available to Indian children. 

Some of the best children's books in the world are perhaps 'Picture 
Puffins' and 'Picture Lions'* It is a pity that even in a big city 
like Pune not a single bookseller stocks these books. Most of these 
books are extremely readable and their themes are such that children 
can easily relate to them. One outstanding 'Picture Lions' is 
titled ' Up & Up '. It is an amazing wordless picturebook. This 
marvellous book has been drawn by Shirley Hughes - one of the best 
illustrator's of children's books in England. The book very elegently 
captures the curiosity and fantasy of a little girl who is fascinated 
by the flight of birds.
